Tablet ik Lonothospe Chubor, nbab Pbtsbbobouoh. 

In a Tault beneath this Church are deposited with those of her ancestors and relatives, the 
remains of M" Frances S^ John of 8^ John Lodge in the oounty of Hertford, spinster, the last 
sunriying daughter of Sir Francis 8* John, lale of Thorpe, Baronet, who departed this life on 
May 19, 1794, aged 82 years. To perpetuate the remembrance of yirtues which dignified human 
nature, this monument to her respected memory is dedicated by Thomas Forsyth, Esquire, her 
executor.

In this yault, writes the Bev. Arthur C. 8krimshire, Vicar of Longthorpe, are thirteen coffins.

Here lies the Bodj of Dame Maiy Jane Buckworth, relict of Sir John Buckworth, Bart, who 
departed this life January 6 (query 26) 1775, aged 64. She was buried at Twickenham 
2 Feb. 1775, and her will proTod 7 March, 1775. P. a C. 



On a flat stone nr Chubohtabd at Weston, nbab Bath. 

Here lie interred the body of Nathaniel Gould, Esq., late Colonel in the third Begiment of 
Guards. He died Noy. 12*^ 1786, in the 56*^ year of his siee. 

Also Betty Gould, wife of the above Colonel Gould, who died February 11^ 1799, aged 64 
years. 

Also their children. (This is incorrect, as they are by Colonel Gould*s first wife.) 

Bulkeley Gould, Esq., died Sept 14*'' 1827, aged 74, and Fanny Whalley, widow of the Bef<^ 
Thomas Shadwick (should be Sedgwick) WhaUey, D.D., died Sept. le^ 1832, aged 80. 

Gore, Henry, is giyen in Foster*8 ' Baronetage * as Capt. of Battleaxe Guards, and If .P. for 
Philipstown, 2nd son of Bey. Wm. Gore, Dean of Down, who was a son of Sir William Gore, 
3rd Bart. 

Sleorgin, Thomas, is said to haye been a son of John Sleorgin, brewer, of Shoreditoh, who 
died 1759, by his wife Harr, dau. of ... . who died 1769, and to haye been brother of John 
Sleorgin, brewer, of Shoreditch and of Enfield, who died 1782, having married Susanna, dau. of 
who died 1789. 

Homeck, Charles, Lieut.-Gen., only surviving son of Kane William Homeck, Capt. in the 
Boyal Engineers. In 3rd Best, of Foot Guards, and apparently he married 1st on 31 May, 1778, 
MissKeppel. His will dated 9 August, 1802, was proved 19 April, 1804, by his ''faithful 
servant and friend Henry Genean.**

18 January, 1781, and nu name was removed from Army List in 1782. 

Fanny Gould married Gen. Homeck between 18 June, 1788, and 4 June, 1792, but I have not 
been able to obtain exact date of the marriage.
